Per FBI FOIA guidelines, I have attached to this request a 
LexisNexis-derived copy of a July 14, 2009 Honolulu Advertiser extract 
containing Kotoshirodo's obituary. According to multiple published sources, 
Kotoshirodo actively aided then-imperial Japanese Navy undercover espionage 
operative Takeo Yoshikawa, who operated under the alias of Tadashi Morimura, 
while assigned to the Imperial Japanese government's Honolulu consulate. 
State Department records from the National Archives at College Park, MD 
confirm that Kotoshirodo was an employee at the Japanese consulate from at 
least 1940 through the attack on Pearl Harbor.
